Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments and the Examiner's rebuttal 
regarding the remaining rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are essentially same of record. 

1. Claims 11, 45, 47, 48, 57, 58, and 60 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lind et al. (US Patent 6,084,075 
Reference AA on IDS filed 04/16/2004) in view of Hardiman et al. (US Patent 7,1 15,379) for reasons of record. 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but have not been found persuasive. 

Once again, applicant argues that Lind et al. only teach antibodies that bind to the N-terminal domain of CCR2 wherein said antibodies are 
agonist of CCR2. 

This is not found persuasive for reasons of record. Specifically, Lind et al. teach the make and use of antibodies to N-terminal domain of 
CCR2, as well as test for inhibitory/antagonistic antibodies. Thus, one of skill in the art would have been motivated to make 
inhibitory/antagonist antibodies to CCR2 based on the teachings of Lind et al. 

Therefore, applicant's arguments have not been found persuasive.
